Extracts from Annual Report of the Directors of 
the Canadian National System: 


OUR OBJECTIVE in 1948, as in other war years, was to place the full strength of our man- 


powmtsgnd faciteiee babies the war effort of the United Nations, To this end all energies have 
been . The requirements of the armed forces, of industry and agriculture, fortransport “FB. 7 


and other services, have been met in all of the nine Provinces of the Deminion and in the import- 
ant sections of the United States in which we operate. 


RECORD TRAFFIC 


‘These demands were greater than ever before, 


the traffic moved in 1943 being 17.3% greater 
than in 1942, the previous peak war year, 
and 44.7% greater than in 1928, the peak 
peace year. 


Freight traffic in 1943 was more than double 
that of 1939, and passenger traffic four times 
that of 1939, 


Despite this, the very large movements of 
war materials and personnel reached their 
destinations in accordance with schedule ar- 
rangements. There was no lowering of the 
recognized standards of safety. 


MANUFACTURE OF MUNITIONS 


The Company also extended its activities as 
a manufacturer of munitions, ships and naval 
appliances. 


The 1943 operations demonstrated the great 
earning power of the System, the railway 
proving again that it can handle an immense 
volume of business economically as well as 
expeditiously. 


After providing from revenue for all oper- 
ating: expenses (including deferred mainte- 
nance, depreciation, amortization of defence 
projects and reserve for inventories) and also 
a reserve for pension contracts, taxes, interest 


on funded debt and Government foans, the 
surplus paid in cash to the Government was 
$35,639,412. 


OPERATING EFFICIENCY 


The operating ratio for the year was 73.64% 
(an all-time record) as compared with 76.93% in 
1942 and 81.99% in the peak peace year of 1928. 


It is interesting to note that the vastly 

increased war traffic in 1943 was handled with 

_ 16.6% fewer locomotives, 15.4% fewer freight 

cars and 5.1% more passenger cars than was 

the traffic of 1917, the fourth year of the last 
World War. 


SPECIAL SERVICES PROVIDED 


The Company was honoured in being selected 
to provide extensive train and other services 
for Prime Minister Churchill, President Roose- 
velt and Madam Chiang. Kai-shek during 
their visits to Canada in 1943. 


POST-WAR 


Changing conditions will call for new methods 

of railway operation and new types of service, 

and there must needs be a continuing search 

for improvement in all aspects of the railway 
industry. In view of this, the Company has re 
in hand a programme of research. This pro- 
gramme, in addition to considering ways and 
means of improving service and efficiency of 
operation, also encompasses the problems of 
post-war reconstruction and rehabilitation. 


THE OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES in all departments of the System have worked hard and 


loyally to cope with increased responsibilities arising out of the war, and the directors record 


employees were maintained throughout the year. Appreciation also is expressed to shippers and 
the travelling public alike for their cooperation in and sympatheti

The story of the Ivopan War as 
related in Homer’s ‘Iliad,’ in nothing 
but a Greek ledend, pehaps built up 
around an ancient war between the 
Greeks and Trojans. But with a pur- 
pose in view, let me remind you of 
the end of the story. 


The Greeks had beseiged the city 
of Troy for many years, sometimes 
entering into battle with the Trojans 
on the plains outside, but with no- 
thing decisive accomplished. 


The war was won and the city was 
taken, not by battle, but by a strat- 
agem. The Greeks made a colossal 
weoden horse on wheels. One night 
they drew it near the walls of Troy, 
concealed some of their men inside 
and departed. 


In the morning the Trojans thou- 
iht their enemies had fled, and that 
this great horse was a divine token 
of victory. They made a way for it 
into the city, and gave it a place of 
honor. When night fell, the conceale 
Greeks came out, opened the gates 
to their comrades, and Troy was 
taken.

It is terrible yet sublime, chaotic 
and lovely, crazy, yet musical. It 
seems that the waves carrying these 
sounds and bafkings and tinglings, 
are in hurry to discharge their Sun. 
duty in proclajming the messages 
which bells meant to convey to 
thousands and thousands of men and 
women, that services are being arr- 
anged for them and that they must 
hurry and get to their respective 
churches so that the bells may cease 
to ring and be at rest once more for 
another six days.

And statues! It iooked like a mu- 
scum. There were groups of statues 
statues and busts of saintis and ani- 
mals of all kinds—animals with one

I ran 
up and wedged myself between two 
old trunks that had been stored ther 
It was dark in that that attic, but " 
the darker my hiding place, the saf- — 
er I felt, I scarcely dared breathe, 


I recalled all the horrible stories 
my mother had told me of the re- 
venge of Christians, and in my. frigh- 
tened mind, I could see the janitor 
tell the Christians that a Jew boy 
had stolen into the church and that 
now they would all have to go seek 
him out and kill him, They would 
then proceed and kill all the family 
and finish by murdering every Jew 
in town, 


Why did I go into that church? 
Why did I not remember what my 
mother had told me? Why did I have 
to go and stir up those Christians to 
rob and murder us? I lived an eter- 
nity of horror in that attic and al- 
though, as I found out Jatter, I had 
only spent a bare half hour in all, it 
seemed that I had been there all day. 


But nothing happened. When at 
last I ventured down stairs and met 
mother she noticed in the color of 
my face that something exceptional 
had happened to me, for I looked 
like a ghost, 


I told her everything and started 
to cry, 


She comforted me and said if I 
promised never to enter a church 
again, she would herself see the 
janitor, give him money,and ask him 
not to tell anyone that I had been 
in church. 


Of course, I knew later that she 
did not have to do all that, and there 
was'no persecution, There never was 
a persecution in Bulgaria. 


But I had had my first encounter 
with a real Christian in a Christian 
church. I had bearded the lion,the 
encmy, in his own den,

ishing rapidity. Lands that are to be 
summer-fallowed should be burned 
over before April 20. This discouages 
birds from nesting on fields which 
are to be ploughed at the time eggs 
or young are in the nests. 


This controlled burning has prove 
its value. It is a basic practce in 
wildfire management - to put mill- 
ions more birds on the wing and to 
check insect posts. Thousands of the 
farmers cooperate in this wildfire 
restoration work across the canadian 
west. Their experience is that, wher 
everyone burns stubble and hay-- 
lands early in the spring, birds again 
become abundant.(Incidentaly hay 
crops are improved, too. 


Wildfire is a crep- which thrives 
under wise management. Birds arc 
Valued cooperators with farmers-in 
the fight to control grasshoppers 
and like pests. Burning stubble and 
haylands before April 20 means a 
few more birds— and fewer pests!
